OBLECT: OF COMMISSIONER'S 
APPOINTMENT. 


London, Nov. 26. 

Mr. J. HL ‘Thomas, Secretary 
for Dominions Affairs, stated in 
the House of Commons ‘to-day 
that Sir Herbert Stanley would 
take up his new appointment as 
High Commissioner in South 
Africa next April. ‘ 

The object of the appointment 
was to meet the changed position 
of the Governor-General following 
upon the decisions of the Imperial 
Conference. The British Govern- 
ment was responsible for native 
policy in Basutoland, the 
Bechuanaland Protectorate and 
Swaziland, and for certain super- 
visionary functions in relation 
with native affairs in Southern 
Rhodesix.

Detective Sergeant * O'Donovan 
proseented and said that on Monday 
morning Jast, ato about half past 
twelve, beth defendants were seen 
taking the complainant, Mr, R. W! 
Webber, ina ricksha in Queen's 
Road Central, They stopped the 
ricksha opposite the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank and were seen to 
search the complainant. 

They took the complainant from 
the ricksha and after lifting him 
over the railing on the south side of 
the rond, left him in the shrubs, A 
avitness, who had observed the in- 
cident, went-to look for-a policeman 
and, on finding a detective, went in 
search of the rickshn, the number 
of which the witness had taken. 

The vehicle was found in Chater 
Road and there the second defen- 
dant was arrested. In consequence 
of whnt he told the police, the first 
defendant was arrested about a 
quarter of an hour Iater in Queen's 
Road. After being arrested, the 
first defendant told the second to 
give the police the money and they 
would be released, whereupon the 
accond defendant pushed $20 into 
the detective’s pocket.

PROFESSOR LEO JOACHIM 
FRACHTENBERG, 


Waterloo, Town, Nov, 20. 

The death has occured of. the 
famous anthropologist, Professor 
leo Joachim Frachtenberg, at the 
age of 47 years,—Reuter, 

He was noted for hiy ethnolo- 
gical researches among the Indian 
tribes of North America, especinl- 
ly those ‘living along the Pacific 
Coast, aceking the establishment of 
genetic relationships between the 
several languages spoken by the 
Indians of the North-West Const. 

He has published many im- 
portant Indian sketches, dealing 
with’ the tribal texts and. myths, 
and was also: the author of 
numerous papers dealing with 
linguistics, clhnology and mytho- 
logy of the American Indinns and 
the Parsees of India. 

“ Born of Jewlsh- parents at 
Czernautz, Austria, he went to 
Ameries ‘after granduating from 
college at Prezemysl in 1904, 
studied st Cornell University, for 
two years, and later at Columbia 
where he took his M.A. degree in 
1904, and Ph.D. in 1910. He was 
Jecturer on anthropology at Colum- 
bia from 1910 to 1912- nnd was 
chicf of the American Bureau of 
Ethnology from 1913 to 1917, after 
which he joined the American 


Army, attaining the rank of Licut.1

OPEAN. DUMPED| COUNCIL: REFORM 


CRITICISED. 


“SINGAPORE SCHEME 
NOT POPULAR. 


FRANCHISE PLAN SAID TO . 
BE DANGEROUS. 


THE WRONG METHOD. 


The Council Reform ‘sugges- ; 
tions put forward by European 
members of the Straits Settle- 
ments Association in Singapore 
have been received with con- 
siderable criticism, especially 
the proposal for a restricted 
franchise, although it is 


admitted that there is need for 
reform of some type. 


Interviewed regarding the sug- 
gestions put forward, one European 
sad “I cannot understand what they 
were thinking about. The whole 
thing fs utter folly, and it is difeult 
to eredit the action of some of the 
men who voted In favour of the 
proposals.” 


“A Damnable Thing.” 


Another European, talking to 0 
Straits Timca representative, des 
cribed the proposala os “crass stu- 
pidity.” “It is the thin end of the 
wedge towards election and demo- 
eracy—na damnable thing,” he sald. 
“Thia lv a smooth running Colony 
and now some:people want to upset 
it. If the suggestion were follow- 
ed it would be o grave danger peli- 
tically. Once the appetite ia whet- 
ted, axitators will wart more and 
that leads to trouble.” | 
After expressing surprise at the . 
names of the members of the 3.8. 
(Singapore) Association, who were 
associated with the suggestion, a 
third pointed out the diMeculties 
that would lie in the way of carry- 
ing it out, 

“The first thing you have to re- 
member,” he said, “is that the pre- 


sent conatitution of the Council in- 


clidds -men—who—have-been-chosen 
for their knowledge and are men of 
some weight jn the Colony, -An 
electorate would choose men who 
are popular, but have perhaps Httle 
mental capabilities, and less ad- 
ministrative ability. ‘ 
” “Under an electorate it is diMeult 
to protect small minorities, and that 
is one of the functions of the pre- 
sent system.” « ¥ 


Chinese Opinion, 


Chincse opinion ia said to be. 
equally unfavourable to the fran- 
chise plan. “We don’t want votes,” 
sald one man interviewed. “[ am 
in favour of more unofficials on the 
Council but let them be nominated. 
The voting iden has mate the 
Chinese laugh. -I don’t think you 
will find them taking ‘it serlously.” 

Thus the Pinang Gazette:—If a 
system of election fs to come—and 
we doubt It—then it cannot be con- 
fined to a few fortunate classes of 
the commitnity and we take the 
view that such ‘distinction | is 
nothing more nor less than onc of 
the cheaper forms of what common- 
ly is known as democracy, :

SPARK CAUSES BL AZE. 


FIRE IN SLUM QUARTER DOES 
LITTLE DAMAGE. 


Firemen and policemen made a 
quick response when ft Message 
came through shortly before 3 
p.m. yesterday, reporting that 1 
fire had oceurred at Kau U Fong, 
n tenement quarter situated — be- 
tween Gage and Gough Streets. 

The blaze waa discovered in the 
basement of a building adjoining 
the large native-style residence of 
Mr. Tang Siu-kin, the well-known 
loen! merchant and philanthropist, 
nt No. 87 Gage Street. To reach 
the spot, the firemen had to make 
their way through a regular 
labyrinth of, narrow, alley-waya 
und flights of stops. Although 


having their style - somewhat perenne ME 
cramped by these confines, 


firemen were able to mnke a quick 
and thorough job of it. 

Hoses were run through 
alleyway, having only sufficient 
width for the passage of one man, 
which leads into the rear of the 
basement. Having secured 28 
close hend on ‘the flames, two jets 
were brought into play, and there- 
after jt remained but for the in- 
terior to be flooded before the 
flames were put out. Paddy 
husks gathered in swirling masses 
on the surface of the water which 
began to pour out like a cataract 
through the-alley-way,-indicating. 
that the basement was used as 2 
yodown for rrain and other stuff 
of an inflammable nature. Within 
half-an-hour, all danger was over. 

The cause of the fire is attribu- 
ted to 2 spark from an adjoining 
kitchen.

YOUR TOOTH BRUSH. 


[By a Dental Surgeon. } 


The tooth brush best suited to 
the requirements of the average 
woman js one of medium stiffness. 
Bristles should be in tufts, and 
well spaced, so as to penetrate 
casily into those V shaped spaces 
between the teeth. Choose a 
brush from one to one and ao 
quarter inches long. Anything 
longer than this losés in efficiency. 

It is a good plan to keep two 
brushes and use them alternately, 
for a tooth brush, like everything 
else, needs o rest. The handle of 
each brush should be provided 
with a hole to take a loop of string. 

After brushing the tecth, rinse 
the brush well in running water, 
and hang up on a nail to dry. 

At least once a week, your 
brushes should be allowed to 
stand for five minutes in a solution 
of some disinfectant, sujtably 
diluted.

of self-defence. The War-Cry may 
be farmed in the language of high 
ideals, and a8 such may appeal 
convincingly tg the strongest and 
purest spirits, eve to the most 
peace-loving, but the ‘ultimate ap- 
peal to the avernge man will. be the 
appeal to some form of fenr. Fear 
is usually the product of ignotance; 
‘¥ometines .of the: ‘ignorance — of 
Facta, or, where the bare facta are 
known, ignorance of, the principles 
underlying those fuets. 


* Pissipatingg Iynorance. 

The League of Nations is an 
instrument for rightly. using all 
obtainable fneta* that -alfect the 
peace and présperity of the peoples 
of the world. It can only function 
satisfactorily when it has behind 
it an its chief support the willing- 
ness of the masa of the peoples not 
only to face the facts, but to con- 
sent to a use of them founded on 
undeninbly sound principles, Many 
whose way of thinking has been 
tinctured by tho older diplomacy 
‘aro auspicious both of the sincerity 
and utility of the League. A grent 
part of the work of a League of Na- 
‘tions Sucicty is to dentroy that 
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surpleion by dissipating the ignor- 
ance on which It feeds. 

We who support the League of 
Nations are neither cranks nor 
“ nearemongers. we announco 
_ ideals, we do #0 not as the fictions 
jof minds unbalanced by ah easy 
optimism, but ag the projections of 
uw renity which, sooner or later, 
mutt be achieved. If you ask us 
lto face the facts, our reply is that!

ANTI-FASCIST PLOT. 


ITALIAN ROUND-UP IN PARIS, 


Paris, Nov. 2. 

As the result of the anti-Fasclat 
plot discovered. nt Sartronville ovr - 
one thousand Italfans were arrested 
in’ Paris last night. One hundred 
have been detained for further 
examination. : 

The  examinntion of the large 
number of papers found in the villa 
In which Carti was “executed” con- 
firms that this was the hend-

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SCOTTISH MAZER TO 
BE SOLD. - 


FERGUSSON HEIRLOOM. 


The Fergusson standing mazer, 
which.for the past fen yenurs hag’ 
been exhibited on loan at tha 
Royal Scottish Muscum, Edin- 
burgh, waa to have been sold by 
Messrs. Sotheby on Nov. 20th. 
For over 800 years it has been in 
“the possession of the Fergusson 
family, and It was offered for sale 
by General Sir Charles Fergusson, 
lato Governor-General of Now 
Zealand. 

The interior of the bowl is 
mounted with a circular medallion 
engraved with arms of Fergusson 
impaling Durham, and with inl- 
tials “DF.” (David Forgusson) 
and “LD.” (fsobel Durham, ‘nis 
wife}. Surrounding the coat-of- 
arms is fh quotation from I. Corin- 
thians, iv.: “What hast than that 
thou didst net receive? Now, if 
thou didst receive iL why dost thou 
glory?” and the date 1576. Tho 
piece ia atamped three times with 
the marks of Adam Craixge, the 
maker, and of James Mosman, the 


édinburgh Deacon for the year, 


1576. It is believed to be the 
fourth earliest example of Scot- 
tish silver bearing a hall-mark. 
Tradition hna it that the mazer 
was preacnted to David Fergusson 
by James VI. of Scotland: Fer- 


susson began life os a glover, but! 


preferring o more intellectual 
career, gave up trade and was 
educated for the Church. He sub- 
sequently became chaplain te tho 
Kins. and by his “pleasant and 
facetious conversation he often 
plensed the King when he was in a 
fury.”*

Peking, Nov. 26. 

According to Japanese’ reporta, 
General Chang Heuch-linng, head 
of the Manchurian regime nt Pe- 
king and Tientain, has instructed 
the Peking’ Garrison to rendor ante 
escort to Marshala Feng Yu-hsiang 
and Yen Hal-shan, when-the two 
rebel Commanders pass through 
Chihli on their way abrond. Gen- 
oral Chany Hauch-linng has also 
assigned $200,000 to Marshal Feng 
Yu-hsiang, requesting him to leave 
China immediately so that the Man- 
churian Commanders can proceed 
[with the reorganisation of the 
military affaira in North-Woatern 
China. General Chang — Heuch- 
Hang will establish his headquarters 
ns vice-Commnander-in-Chief of all 
Nationalist armies and navy at Pe- 
king, Sndicating that in future he 
will apend most of his time at Pe- 
king. : 


At the suggestion of Gener 
Chang Hauch-liang, the Nanking 
Government has appointed Mr. Liu 
lisiang-ching, a candidate of the 
Manchurian Government, 05 Minis- 
ter of Home Affairs at Nanking.. 
Mr. H. A, Kung has been appointed 
head of the newly reorganised Min- 
Intry of Industry.

Mr. Kotewalls’ Speech. 


The Hon. Mr. R. H. Kotewall 
then sketched the jorixin and 
growth of the League's work. ‘ He 
said: 

Mr. Chalrnny, ; mais end 

men.—Most of you have 
eer aac knowledge of the prin- 
ciples and work of the I wngue of 
Nationa; nevertheless I have been 
requested by the Organising Com- 
mittee to xive a brief account of 
its origin, growth and activitics 
for the benefit of those who arc 
not so well informed, and whose 
sympathetic interest it-is one of, 
the purposes of this inaugural 
meeting to awaken. To give this 
account in however inndequate & 
mannor will take a Iittle tlme, but 
I know I can count upon your 
patience and forbearance in view 
of the importance of the subject. 

"The League of Nations came into 
exiatence on tho 10th January, 
1920, when the firet of the Peara 
Trenttes Ddetween the Allied 
Powers and Germany was ratified. 
Reared on the ruins of the Great 
War, its main purpose is to “out- 
law” war. Its declared objecta 
are to promote international co- 
operation, to achieve pence an 
security throughout the avorld by 
the reduction of armaments, the 
aettlement of international affairs 
by conference, the removal of the 
cnuses of war, and the promotion 
of better understanding an 
friendly co-operation among the 
nations. It ix non-sectarian and 
non-racial, all questions being 
dealt with according to facts and 
their merits. 

The League has been fn opera- 
tion for ten years, and is daily 
advancing: in strength and pre- 
stize. It haa eome to he univer- 
sally recognised as heing the one 
organisation best fitted to pre- 
nerve the pence of the world, and 
to advanee the welfare and pro- 
sperity of mankind. 

Fifty-four Nationa, 

Ita membership comprises fifty- 
four nations which Include more 
than three-fourths of the popula- 
tion of the world. Though the 
United States of America and 
Russia are not members, they have 


‘laent representatives to several 


conferences summoned by the 
“League to discuss matters reapect- 
ing disarmament, economics and 
xocin) progress. 

The principal organisations of 
the League are: 

(1) The Assembly which con- 
sista of representatives from the 
Membor-states, each of which has 
one vote. ae 
- (2) The Council, which ig com- 
posed of five permanent members, 
namely, Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Japan and Germany: and 
nine non-permanent members from 
the smaller countries, who are 
elected triennially. 

(3) The Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice, — comprising 
fifteen judges drawn from fifteen 
countries, whose-duty -in-to—hear- 
and determine disputes of an ine 
ternational character. : 

(4) The International Labour 
Organisation, whose Purpose is to 
secure and maintain fair and 
humane conditions of labour for 
men, women and children, and the 
well-being—physical, moral and 
intellectual—of industrial. waxe- 
enrners. 

(5) The Sveretariat, which has 
a staff of over three hundred men 
and women of same thirty different 
nationalities, The efficiency 0 
this organisation, aptly called ‘The 
International Civil Service’, has 
won the admiration and respect of 
nll those who know its work. 

The manifold tasks devolving 
on the League have necessitated 
the erention of various ‘nuxiliary 
bodies which can be broadly divid- 
ed into two classes, namely, 
Technical Organisations for deal- 
Ing with questions of Health, 
Economics, Finance tnd Transit; 
and Advisory Commissions for 
dealing with questions of Arma- 
ments, Mandates, Traffic in Harm- 
ful Druxs, in Women and Chil- 
dren, Slavery, Child Welfare, and 
Intellectual Co-operation. 

Lengue's Accomplishments. 

These, then, are the aims and 
framework of the League of Na- 
tions. But wHat haa it accom- 
Plished during {ts tén years of 
existence? Let me.cite the more 
important of its achievements. | 

In 1920 the Lengue saved Europe 
from non.epidemie of typhus which 
became prevalent in 6everal coun- 
tries after the teturn from’ Eastern 
Europe of ‘the soldiers - and 
prisoners , of ‘war, who! carried 
with them this fell disease as well 
ag’ cholera and - malarjh.. The 
Lengué sct.up posta for disinfec- 
tion, vaccination ‘and’.inoculntion, 
and in the end saved, more lives 
than wero lost in the war...” 

Austrin, In 1922/-was threatened | 
with financial ruin:.the country, 


‘Thad been impoverished by the war, 


her currency had hopelessly de- 
prectated, she was unable -to- pay 
for the raw materials to keep hor 
industries going, or even to pay 
the sdlaries and wages of her large 
army of clyjl° servanta, The 
Lengue came to hor rescua__ by. 
making hor w large external loan, 
and actively assisting her In put- 
ting her finances on 2 sound. foot- 
ing, with the result that in a short 


fare at one 


time she was able to balance her 


budget and stabilise her cur- 
roncy. 

In 1924, similar assistance was 
afforded Hungary, which waa the 
means of convorting a deficit in 
her budget into n substantial sur- 
plus in the short space of one 
year, . . 

Another grent service which the 
(League has rendered to, humanity 
in its work Ja reseulng the Greek 
refugees, numbering about a mil- 
Hon, whe were dinplnced from Asia 
Minor and Eastern Thrace after 
the Turkish victories over Greece 
In 1922. One interesting side- 
insue of this cxodua from Asin 
Minor has been the introduction 
into Greece of the famous art of 
Oriental rug-wenving ; 

On a smaller scale, but with 
equal success, almilar succour was 
extended to Bulgarian refugees in 
the sama year. 


The Locarno Treatics. 


Another outstanding examplo of 
tho League’s Influence in the direc- 
tlon of pence is found in tho 
Locarno Treatics, which are based 
on the League's {idea of mutuat 
guarantee againat aggression, of 
sottloment of disputes by arbitra- 
tlon and other pacific means, and 
of co-operation in the work for 
disarmament. Two years later 
came the Kellog Pact, signed by 
the United States of America, 
Grent Britain, France, Germany 
and other countrios. In this Pact. 
the High Contracting Parties de- 
clared that they condemned war 
for tho rolution of international 
controversies, and that they re- 
nounced war as an instrument of 
national policy. They further 
agreed that the settlement or‘nolu- 

' tion of all disputes or conflicts of 
whatever nature should never be 
sought except by pacifiz means. 
‘The Five-Power Naval Conference 


of 1930 has resulted in substantial. 


reductions in naval armaments, 
and. it should help to hasten the 
reduction of other arms. : 
But nbove all these achiovo- 
ments, great ns they are, is the 
Leaguo’s success In averting at 
Ieast two wars In Europe, and of 
setiiingg many serious intergational 
quarrels. For example, it has 
been instrumental {n settling dis- 
putes between Sweden and Fin- 
land over the Anland Islands; be- 
tween Italy and Greece over Corfu; 
between Greece and Bulgaria over 
a frontier incident; between 
Turkey and Iraq over the boundary 
In Mosul;-and between England 
and France over Poland and 
British nationals jn Tunis. The 
settlement of these.disputes and 
controversies hog been effected by 
arbitration, mediation, or the 
thrent of economic preasure. 
This list of achievements is 
long and imposing, and should 
awaken {n you a now hopo for 
mankind. Tho good. the League 
has done presages a bright future, 
But the task before it is stupen- 
dous; the road to be traversad {s 
stil long and difficult. It is, how- 
ever, my firm conviction that the 
xoal will be reached ultimately. 
It will be reached earlier 
Lengao baa behind it the informed 


Judgment_of the common people, 


of every country. Do not belittle 
your own power and’ influence in 
this matter. By x resolute will to 
peace, strengthened by intelligent 
and organised effort. you will 
secure lasting peace. A great 
solidarity of purpose {s bound to 
win o0t.. Sometinies those in 
authority are able for a time to 
ignore‘or even defy public opinion, 
but in the end the will of the 
peoplo must prevail. Happily, in 
this great movement the governors 
with the governed, 
The ‘one needs, and asks for, tho 
co-operation and support of the 
other. Viscount Cecil of Chel- 
wood, who has probably done more 
for the League fn a practical way 
than any other Hving man, onco 
said: “The League of Nations 
exists to muke effective the will 
to peace of the peoples of the 
world. Unless there is that will 
to pence, the League has no reason 
for {ts existence. 
ts rightly said to be based on 
public opinion. That is why thore 
js such an urgent call to promote 
the Lengue of Nations Socicty and 
kindred societies «= here = and 
abroad.” It Ja in answer to this 
cnlt that the local Society fs belng 
formed. IT ask you to join it, and 
to help in furthering its noble 
aims. . iG

A friend of miny to whom I have 
spoken on the subject made these 
remarks: "A Lengue of Nations 
Society 3s all very woll, but it fs 
work for the Mother Country, and 
not for us in this little place. 
Vint do you expect we can do?” 
lanawered: “This little plnce has 
n population of nearly’ a milllon 
nouls, law-nbiding, peace-loving 
and intelligent. If only half of 
one per cent. of the Informed and 
thoughtful element of that popula- 
tion were to join the Society, their 
influence would ‘surely count in 
the collective efforts of the many 
societies that have sprung up in 


different Innda in support of the | 


League. We would be failing In 
our duty If, because we ara where 
we are we were to remain apathe- 
tic to this world-wide movement. 
At any rate, your. membership 
alona should be uscful, in that ft 
helps to focus the attention of 
governments to public opinion. 
But there is plenty of work for 
you to do here, which would yield 
immediate and tangible results. 1 
refer to social and humanitarian 
work which this conmopolitan com- 
munity is eminently fMtted to do.” 

My friend then pointed out that 
we have already in Hongkong 
numerous societies whose fundn- 
mental purposes are charity and 
kindliness, service and good 
fellowship. He instanced the 
Masonic Lodges, the Rotary and 
International Clubs, the Society 
for the Protection of Children, the 
Industrial School for Poor Chil- 
dren, Broadcasting, and Girl 
Guides and Boy Scouts. Yes. 
these {Institutions are admirable in 
themselves, but their activities arc 
restricted to particular spheres. 
whereas those of the Langue of 
Nations Societies are practically 
alleembracing. The local Society, 
when formed, could co-operate 
with these institutions {n their 
work, thus in a way unifying and 
co-ordinating their divers ac- 
tivities. Bernard Shaw has ¢x- 
pressed the opinion that with its 
gocial work alone, the League 
would be able to justify its 
existence ten times over. : 

I helieve that in the end I suc- 
eceded Sn dispelling my friend's 
misgivings, and I trust that I shall 
be no leas successful with those of 
you who are still sceptical. Like 
a religion, the Lenygue of Nations 
depends for {ts success upon the 
number of people who believe 
in {t, If anyone who joina the 
local Society without sincerely be- 
lieving in its potentialities, he will 
not be ag useful to-it as one who 
haa faith in them. I therefore 
ask you to examine the ideas and 
ideals af the League, to join our 
Socicty if you are convinced of its 
ee and of the good thut it can 
dao. 

[ rejoice to hear that 2 large 
number of Indies have become 
members. This is n most hearten- 
ing sign. The work which the 
League of Nations has act out to 
do vitally concerns women. They 
wield. a tremendous power and in- 
fluence for. good. They can pre- 
vent war, or stop a war when it is 
progressing, if they would but. be 
persistent enough. An English 
Indy of literary eminence once. 
made the remark that she would 
not be sure if posterity would not 
put the greatest blame on the 
women of this generation for not 
having prevented the World War. 
I do not know whether they could 
have donc it, but : John Ruskin 
once Inid down this dictum: “When 
the women of the world really 
make up their minds to put a 
period to war, they can do it.” It 
is still not too late for our mothers 
and sisters to assert thoir will 
that war shall be no more, and [ 
hope that they will assert that will 
with energy and unflinching deter- 
mination, 

Peace-Loving China. 

In this work I know that the 
women of Chino, if the high pur- 
pose of tho League is clearly put 
te them, will readily participate. 
And so will thelr mon-folk.. Tho 
Chincse are a peace-loving people. 
they abhor war and strife. The 
intermittent warfare’ which has 
afflicted China for nearly two de- 
endes has not been the work of the 
common people.- Ninety per cent 


cof them do not understand, and 


do not care to understand, what 
tho fighting is for; thelr one.da- 
sire is to ba left in peace. to pur- 
suo their vocations. Throughout 
tho Ohineso Classics ‘nro sacnttered 
the sayings of wiso-mon in con- 
-demnation of war. -In {Ilustration, . 
I quote here a fow. The philo- 
sopher Lao Taz says: “A fine 
army is an evil instrument." Ho 
also Jays it down as’ an incontro- 
vortible truth that “‘n great war 
Invariably Orings in its train 
scarcity and misory.” The famous 
historian Tau Yu-ming, who lived 
nearly two thousand yoars og0, 
made this. observation: “War is 
Uke fire; those who start the fire 
will thomsolves bo burned.”

OBITUARY. 


DEATH OF NOTED POLAR _ 
EXPLORER. 


Oslo, Nov. 26. 

The death has occurred of the 
Polar ‘explorer Otto Sverdrup. 

Otto Sverdrup, the Norwexian 
Arctic explorer, owas born at 
Harstad in Nordland in Oct, 
1854, and became a ship's officer. 
In 1888-9 he took part In Nangen‘s 
Greenland expedition, being in 
charge of the vessel which con- 
veyed the ‘party. On hia return 
he took command of no submarine, 
but in the following year went 
back to Arctic exploration.” From 
18912 to’ 1893 he superintended the 
construction of the ahip Fram in 
which Nansen made hia first at- 
tempt on the North Pole. On this 
expedition, which lasted from 1893 
ta 1896, Sverdrup was second in 
command, Next year he was enp. 
tain of the  touriat stenmer 
Lofoten on Its trips to Spitzberrgen. 


Secend Expedition. 


From 1898 to 1902 he led the 
second Fram expedition which 
proceeded northwards nlong the 
west coast of Greenland to the 
Kane Basin at the end of Smith 
Sound. After wintering on the 
coast of EHesmere Land the party 
explored the region of | Hayes 
Sound and Inter went westwards 
through Jones Sound between 
Ellesmere Land and North Devon, 
spending the second winter on the 
northern side of the sound, Dur 
ing the two following winters the 
explorers’ quarters were In Lat, 
76. 4&8 oN, Thence they made 
journeys with dogaledges, explor- 
ing the Parry Islands and the 
archipelago which was given the 
name oof Sverdrup, King Oskar 
Land, Grant Land and Axel Hei- 
berg Land, On June 15, 1902, the 
ram got clear of the ice and on 
Sept. 19 she reached the home port 
of Stavanger, 

Later Sverdrup by way of con- 
trast spent several years na ia 
pianter on the island of Cayo Moa 
in the West Indies. He then re- 
turned to Norway. His explora- 
tions are described in hin book 
“New Land,” published in 1903,--- 
Renter and LBS.
